Glynn h as m ade public the 
results of an Investigation 
w hich ho 
has been m aking into the condition of 
tho stock transfer tax bureau of his 
office with reference to the handling 
and disposal 
of $7,000,000 
worth of 
stam p s issued by that departm ent for 
use in tho transfer 
of stocks under 
tho 
act of 
1905. 
According to 
the 
com ptroller’s 
statem ent, more 
than 
$5,000,000 worth of tho stam ps have 
been destroyed, either in process of 
m anufacture 
or by actual 
burning 
w ithout 
adequate 
record 
or 
su per­ 
vision* in the tw o years since tim act 
w as passed and thoro is only the per­ 
sonal word of a single clerk, salaried 
at $2,500, acid not under bond, to cer­ 
tify the fact that they were destroyed 
at all. 
T he total amount of stam ps record­ 
ed as destroyed at different tim es be­ 
tw een June 
2, 1005, w hen 
the first 
issue of stam p s began, and Dee. 29, 
1900 (tw o 
days before 
Comptroller 
C.lynn assu m ed office), was $5,811,658. 
T w o lots reported as actually burned 
represented, respectively, $174,000 and 
$2,282,507.40. Another lot said to have 
been destroyed at the tim e of m anu­ 
facture b eca u se one or m ore stam p s in 
each sh eet w a s defective, am ounted to 
$992,042.60. 
T he balance of tile vast 
total of over $5,000,000 are recorded 
as destroyed 
in som e 
stage 
of th e 
process of m anufacture.

T he first issue of stam ps w as found 
to be su scep tib le of coun terfeiting and

and in May or Juno of last year the 
printing of th ese 
w as stopped and a 
new issue w as begun, 
on patent pa­ 
per. 


Received No Better Safeguard. 


“W hen th e new paper, which w as to 
defy counterfeiting, 
cam e to hand,” 
said the com ptroller, “it received no 
better safeguard but wats left in the 
Q uayle shop. 
And the com ptroller's 
seal, 
w ith w hich 
the bundles 
w ere 
sealed, w as apparently as carelessly 
treated.” 
T h e finished stam p s w ere stored in 
the safe deposit vaults of the Albany 
City Safe 
D eposit com pany 
under a 
single key system . 
Of the first issu e $1,561,008 are re­ 
corded as h aving been 
destroyed in 
m anufacture. 
About Oct. I, 1905, Mr. 
Glynn said, the record show s that a 
lot of $174,000 
which had 
been ac­ 
cepted and sealed as good and placed 
in the deposit vault, w here the stam ps 
w ere kept, w ere rem oved and recorded 
as “burned,” and the statem ent m ade 
that th ey had been “replaced by the 
printer” as not having been up to the 
standard 
of workm anship, 
hut the 
com ptroller said there was no record 
to tnis effect, 
A statem en t was m ade to him by 
W atkins, the com ptroller said, adding: 
“ He sa y s that early In October he 
took all that rem ained of the old issu e 
of stam ps 
from the vaults 
down to 
Q uayle’s shop in Green street, boxed

It Is not a work of humor, but at the 
same time It Is not w ithout humorous­ 
ly entertaining touches. 
Indeed, the 
Isxik opens with the presentation of 
one of his basic argum ents In the form 
of a narrative so droll as to disarm the 
hostility of even those w hose belief he 
attacks, Somewhere In Austria he lins 
fallen over a c 11 ti’, nnd, no physician 
being within finding distance, a Bos­ 
ton Christian Science doctor summ er­ 
ing not far away is sent for. 
“It was night by this time, and she 
could not conveniently come, blit sent 
word that it was no matter, there was 
no hurry, she would give me ‘absent 
treatment’ now and come in the morn­ 
ing. Meantime she begged me to make 
myself tranquil and comfortable and 
remember that there was nothing the 
matter with me.

Mark Twain next turns Ins attention 
to the finances of Christian Science 
and enumerates some of the many 
sources of income of what he terms 
the “trust”—that is, the ruling clique, 
centering about Mrs. Eddy. 
Ile esti­ 
mate's that within a few years the an 
mini income will he reckoned iii mil 
lions of dollars and Unit iii tim e it will 
he well above an annual billion. 
Ile does not stint words in express­ 
ing ids admiration of Mrs. Eddy’s re­ 
markable qualities and says, “It I; 
quite within the probabilities that a 
century hence she will l>e the* most im­ 
posing figure that lins cast its shadow 
across the glolx* since the inauguration 
of our e*ru.” 
Mark Twain examines the basis of 
Mrs. Eddy’s absolute and autocratic 
rule. There is a board of directors, lait

our duty to the public to set it right as 
to some of the misstatements and half 
truths in tho article in Thursday’s D i s ­ 


p a t c h by Station Anent Mosior, regard­ 
ing the responsibility for the coal short­ 
age. 
The notice which Mr. Mosier 
served upon us was a repetition of the 
old cry of “Wolf! Wolf! when thoro was 
no wTolf.” 
A similar notice has been 
sent out from the coal companies every 
summer for years and there has never 
before been a time when the dealer 
could not get his orders filled with 
reasonable promptness. 
A dealer would 
therefore have been justified had he on 
ti rely disregarded tho notice. 
However, 
when Mr. Mosier showed us tho letter 
he was politely informed that we were 
doing all that we could to prepare for 
the coming winter and had considerable 
coal in already. 
Ile makes a statement 
showing the small amount received fol­ 
lowing tho notice, July 16th, but was 
not fair enough to tell tho public as to 
the coal we -had already put in stock 
for the coming fall arni wintor trade. 
Our books show the following receipts 
of coal between April 1,1906, and August 
5, 1906, and they are open to tho inspec­ 
tion of any of our customers:

Between the 5th day of August anti 
the 15th of October, according to Mr. 
Mosier was received seven cars of coal 
w hich would probably average 25 tons 
to the car. making 175 tons, which added 
to the 251 tons received before would 
mako 126 tons, surely a fairly heavy 
stock to put in with a total sale for the 
year previous of loss than 1,300 tons. 
As 
to the statement that if the dealers had 
so desired the entire winter’s supply of 
coal could have been in the people's 
bins before October 1st, that is simply 
absurd and he knows it. 
When h u n ­ 
dreds of our customers can only sparo 
money to pay for half a ton or a ton at 
a time it is idle prating to advance such 
an argument. 
It is true that the people 
of Brainerd would be wiser to place 
their fuel in stock in advance, but it is 
not for the dealers to compel them to do 
so. 
The reasons given us by house­ 
holders last summer for declining to 
have their coal bins tilled at that time 
were many. 
Some did not have the 
v; others did not know whether 
ould live in the same house 
t 
' the winter; others had storm 
wiiiuov.o . tored in the coal bins; others 
did not want their lawns mussed up by 
tho coal man. In factone woman told us 
that her hired girl was using the coal 
bin as a bed room. 
Mr. Mosier will also admit, if he 
wishes to be fair, and he doubtless does, 
that we tried to rent additional storage 
on railroad ground and in other places 
but could not do so without paying 
more for storage than the profit on the 
coal. 
Ile may say that we should have 


furnished people without moans with 
tho coal and waited 'till winter for tho 
pay 
Mr. Mosier and his road would not 
wait one day for the pay for tho freight, 
not to mention the cash system of the 
coal combine. 
Ile says tho railroads could 
have 
hauled our coal last summer but we 
would not let them. 
Then why could 
they not have hauled their own winter’s 
supply of fuel at that time? Is it reason 
able to ask a small firm to make prepar­ 
ations against a possible contingent 
demand which a great company like the 
Northern Pacific did not make against 
the certain demand of its own con 
sumption? 
It might be pertinent to 
state that had not the Northern Pacific 
failed to furnish cars to one of its branch 
lines last summer to haul 1,000 cords of 
wood which we had purchased there 
weald have been less wood shortage in 
Brainerd. 
We were not able to got cars 
rapidly enough to bring it in a j fast as 
one team could deliver it, right in the 
middle of the summer, and so could not 
accumulate a supply. 
Ho says we know we have a dead open 
and shut clutch on the coal business in 
Brainerd. 
How is this? There is an­ 
other firm located on the Northern P a ­ 
cific tracks in this city which was tak­ 
ing orders for coal last summer and had 
to return mony paid in advance for coal 
they found themselves unable to fur­ 
nish, but why no criticism of them? 
lf 
we are not doing and have not been 
doing fairly by the people of Brainerd 
then certainly the other dealt r J should 
have built up a big business. 
The trouble is that Mr. Mosier, with­ 
out investigating anything but his own 
fuel pile, returned the answer he thought 
the railroad officials at Bt. Paul wanted, 
never expecting we or the public would 
know of it. 
When he wast'ornered he 
tried to bluff his way out. first by com­ 
ing to us last Monday and telling us 
that if we published that correspond­ 
ence the railroad company would prob­ 
ably take the matt* r up and they would 
I) 
ible to annul our lease on tho land 
v... 
uich we do business, and second by 
sending us the following letter:

Fisher Budd Fuel Co., 
Brainerd. Minn. 
Gentlemen: 
In the future should you have a real 
or fancied grievance against the N. P. 
By, Co., or myself, you 
will find it to

as you did the personal attack on me 
Monday morning, which wa? entirely 
uncalled for and simply compelled me 
to tell the people in today s D i s p a t c h 
where the real cause of tho coal short­ 
age originated. 
lf you had come to me first, you 
would have found out that you hail no 
“kick'’ coming against me end saved 
yourself and me all of this unpleasant­ 
ness. 
You know just as well as I do that I 
have done all in my power to get coal in 
here for you and shall continue to do so 
just the same as for anyone cise.

Now, we hope that our state senator 
will follow the advice of Mr. Mosier and 
will push the bill to permit anyone who 
has the price to buy a car of coal of the 
wholesaler, and we hope that Mr. Mos 
ier and our customers will just whisper 
in the ears of our legislators not to for 
get to pass the reciprocal demurrage 
bill so as to permit the buyer to get his 
coal shipped and shipped promptly. 
It 
is our opinion that had the reciprocal 
demurrage bill bean in effect our cars 
would not have been from three to ten 
days on the way from Duluth, instead 
of 24 hours as heretofore, nor would re­ 
ports come to us that cars have stood 
day after day on nearly every siding in 
tho system. 
vVe are pleased to state, however, Mr.
